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LAB Approves Site For 
Sanitary Landfill 


The Local Authorities 
Board has ruled in favor of 
the Town of St. Albert in 
the matter studied before 
a public hearing last year 
regarding the question of 
a sanitary landfill site. 

In June of 1972 the Town 
of St. Albert made applica- 
tion to the Local Authorities 
Beard for approval to the 
town acquiring about 10 
acres of land located in 
the Municipal District of 
Sturgeon about one mile 
south-west of town and ree 
ferred to asthe Alfalfa Plant 
area, Original request by 
the town to acquire this 
land from the MD of Sture 
geon had been refused after 
the municipal district held 


a hearing with its ratepay- 
ers whose lands are located 
in the proposed landfill site 
area, In view of the opposi- 
tion the MD received from 
its ratepayers, the town’s 
request was turned down, 
which left St. Albert town 
council no alternative but 
to appeal to the LAB for 
a ruling, 

After the LAB heard tes- 
timony from all parties con- 
cerned, the issue was 
weighed for several months 
until the order of approval 
was released last week 
opening the way for St. Ale 
bert to open negotiations 
for the acquisition of the 
proposed site for a sani- 
tary landfill. 


Witnesses at the hearing 
who testified against the 
proposal of St. Albert esta- 
blishing a sanitary landfill 
operation on the Alfalfa 
Plant lands centered their 
protest on several main 
points, The main one was 
fear that such an operation 
would polluie the water 
supply in the area while 
another important issue was 
the dread of offensive odors 
generated by such anoperae 
tion, Other points brought 
out was the expected devale 
uation of adjacent lands, the 
stigma such an operation 
would bring upon the Golden 
West Golf and Country Club 
lying nearby and the general

Named To Study PSS | 


At the special meeting of 
council, called at 7:15 p,m. 
Monday evening for the elec- 
tion of a new Preventive 
Social Services Beard, a 
motion by Councillor John 
de Bruijn altered proceed- 
ings thus changing the en- 
tire complexion of the meet- 
ing. 

Rather than proceed with 
the election of a new seven 
member PSS Board, Coun-

Expert witnesses testified 
that a sanitary landfill op- 
eration would not pollute 
water supply in the area, 
odors would be almost non 
existant excepting while re- 
fuse was being covered.

Mayor’s Comments On Taxation Plan 


Due to the Provincial 
Government Property Tax 
Reduction Plan, the avere 
age homeowner in St, Albert 
will benefit by approximat- 
ely $141 in increased home- 
owner grants, 

The Alberta Urban Muni- 
cipalities Association Exe- 
cutive held meetings on 
March 6 and 7 to present 
to the government the pro- 
blems related to the 7 1/2 
per cent guideline on bud- 
get, If any municipality exe 
ceeds a 7 1/2 per cent 
increase in any one year, 
they will lose the Municipal 
Incentive Grant; this could 
be in excess of five mills, 

At the presentation to the 
executive committee of the 
Provincial Cabinet on Tues= 
day evening and to certain 
members of the Cabinet on 
Wednesday afternoon, itwas 
stated by Cabinet members 
that our objections and sugg= 
estions would be reviewed, 

There are two major pro- 
blems: 

1, Certain municipalities 
have been placed inthe posi- 
tion of having to exceed the 
7 1/2 per cent limitation 
this year due to lower grants 
and past ‘‘belt-tightening’”’ 
or good budgeting. 

2. Others are placed in

the position of having to 
increase budgets by 7 1/2 
per cent even though the 
money may not be required 
in this or other years, This 
is caused by no cumulative 
effect being allowed under 
the proposed changes, 
Therefore, to create asafety 
factor, budgets will automa- 
tically be increased 7 1/2 
per cent yearly which means 
a built-in cost of living in- 
crease of 7 1/2 per cent 
for Alberta municipalities, 
whether required or not, 
The Alberta Urban Muni- 
clpalities Association Exe- 
cutive’s main concern is the 
removal of the 7 1/2 per 
cent guideline, Other objec- 
tives were to create ahigher 
base for the guideline as 
well as a cumulative effect 
rather than having to auto- 
matically increase budgets 
7 1/2 per cent yearly. Any 
portion of the 7 1/2 per 
cent not used would increase 
the following year’s budget 
by the amount not so used, 
It was suggested that mune 
icipalities should be allowed 
to move into the taxation 
areas the province has taken 
over. As an illustration of 
what could happen if the 
accumulating factor was not 
allowed, note the following:

Therefore, the municipal 
mill rate would be increased 
by 7,625 mills whether nee- 
ded or not, If an accumula- 
ting factor were allowed, 
this amount would not have 
to be taxed at this time but 
could remain as a future 
credit, The 7 1/2 per cent 
guideline will also better 
than double municipal mill 
rates in a nine-year period, 

The $141 increase in 
homeowner grants repre- 
sents an average of 18 mills 
to St. Albert residents, 
Without an accumulating 
factor being allowed and as- 
suming we are allowed to 


move into the vacated areas 
of taxation, the actual gain 
would be cut to 1.06 mills; 
in 1977, the gain would cost 
the average taxpayer 2.245 
mills, 

The presentation of the 
above items, together with 
several more, was well re- 
ceived by the government, 
resulting in a promise to 
fully review our objections 
and suggestions and to take 
them into consideration be- 
fore any final decisions are 
made.

need of wheelchairs because 
many of the children who 
were believed to be perman- 
ently bedridden are beginn- 
ing to show signs of mobility, 

The children’s progress 
is believed to be directly

ents Attacking Zone, In the 
interest of creating faster 
action the 10 second and 30 
second rules were brought 
into play not too long ago. 

The offensive team, un- 
less shorthanded, Is re- 
quired to take one shot at 
the defending team’s goal 
every 30 seconds. If they 
fail to do so a horn will 
sound followed by the refer- 
ee’s whistle. When this occ- 
urs the offensive team must 


drop the ball at the point, 
and the referee awards pos- 
session to the defending 
team, It should also be not- 
ed that the shot must be on 
the goal, 

The 10 second rule stip- 
ulates that when a team is 
shorthanded they must ad- 
vance the ball into the atte 
acking zone within 10 sec- 
onds, Once in the attacking 
zone the ball may not be 
zone the ball may not be 
passed or carried outside 
that zone,
